The extreme­ 
ly high sensitivity of scin- 
tiscanner's detectors enables 
the patient to be given a com­ 
pletely harmless dose of ra­ 
dio-active material. In the 
case of thyroid study, radio­ 
active iodine 131 is used. A 
capsule containing a minute 
quantity of this material is 
given to the patient. It is ab­ 
sorbed without danger by 
the thyroid ghmd and the in­ 
struments make a graph "pic­ 
ture" of the gland showing 
the area, rate, and any abnor­ 
mal absorption of the radio­ 
active mat ?ial.

using various radio-active ma­ 
terials is used in studies of 
blood volume, circulation, and 
cells; detection of iron defici­ 
ency anemia and pernicious 
anemia; malfunction of the 
liver and of the kidneys; to 
diagnose the exact location of 
eye or skin tumors; and to 
study mal-absorption states 
of the gastric-intestinal tract. 

STUDIES
In order to carry on these 

nuclear studies it was neces­ 
sary for Torrance Memorial 
Hospital to be* approved by 
the United States Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission, and for at 
least one doctor on the radio­ 
logy staff to have received his 
license from the AEC in the 
use of radio-active isotopes. 
The license is issued only aft­ 
er the radiologist has complet­ 
ed special studies and practice 
in the use of isotopes and the 
instruments for their use as 
designated by the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission.

The addition of the nuclear 
medical facility is an example 
of the continuous effort of 
Torrance Memorial Hospital 
and its medical staff to pro­ 
vide the community with the 
latest medical techniques 
available.
